Regarding claims 1 and 27, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for in situ 
monitoring of molten polycarbonate polymer and/or oligomer wherein the method comprises 
a light source, a fiber optic transmission probe that transmits monochromatic light to irradiate 
a sample and collects light transmitted from the sample, a spectrophotometer that monitors 
UV/visible light absorbed by the sample and a data analysis system that correlates absorbance 
to a predetermined reaction component in the molten polycarbonate polymer and/or oligomer 
sample and in combination with the other recited limitations of claims 1 and 27. 
Claims 2-26 and 28-53 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on allowed claims 1 and 27.
